The 
U.S. Air Force said the plane was 
on a “ scramble” mission to inter­ 
cept an unidentified plane at the 
time of the mishap. 
The pilot of the Sabre J et was 
instantly killed. Only his flying 
helmet has been found. 
One other person was killed and 
four injured. 
Flaming pieces of the plane 
struck two automobiles traveling 
on a holiday-crowded highway. One 
of the cars was set afire. The 
driver was burned to death. Two 
others in the car, both injured, 
were dragged to safety. All were 
Germans. 
Passengers in the second car, 
three Swedes, managed to crawl 
out before it burned up. They were 
credited by police with saving the 
lives of the two surviving passen­ 
gers of the German car. The hair 
and eyebrows of the Swedes were 
singed. 
S Houses Burn 
Highway traffic was ^ detoured 
•round the scene for five hours. 
Three houses in the village of 
Rhens, five miles south of here on 
the same highway, were set afire. 
Two occupants were slightly in­ 
jured. The fires were extinguished 
by volunteer fij^men. 
The bulk of the plane plunged 
into a main-line railroad track near 
the highway. Trains were held up 
four hours while a 9 0-foot section 
of damaged track was replaced. 
The name of the American pilot 
was withheld pending notification 
of next of kin. He was stationed at 
the U. S. air base at Hahn, 50 miles 
southwest of here, and was a mem­ 
ber of the 10th Fighter Bomber 
Squadron.

Scheele said that in attempting 
to mass produce the vaccinet he 
manufacturers departed from the 
production and testing theories of 
Dr. Jonas E. Salk.

Under Salk’s theory, the live vi­ 
rus in the vaccine should be “ in­ 
activated” during the production 
process and reduced to a safe 
minimum.

Those Old Iron Gates 


Hundreds, p erhap s thousands of middle-aged 


o r oldster graduates of the University of Ne­ 
brask a wiU recall the old ornamental 
iro n gates, 
p art of the fence enclosing the camp us of the 
institution during 
the 
earlier y ears. 
They 
seemed to say to y oung men and y oung women 
p assing through them that they were entering a 
retreat, dedicated to the acquisiti<» i of k nowl­ 
edge and to habits which would contribute to 
raort uaeful citizenship . 
T ht arched gates are to emerge into the sun­ 
light once 
again. 
Originally installed in 1B92, 
they served Uie university for all of the 55 y ears 
that a much smaller camp us than the one today 
filled iU needs. 
To us those gates are most 
sy mbolic. They reach back to the time that old 
U Hall, no longer standing, was the center of 
animated university life. They revive memories 
when the old football field, now rep laced by a 
magnificent stadium and p hy sical p lant, re­ 
corded soma of Nebrask a’s greatest gridiron vic­ 
tories and some of its football immortals. There 


Bender, Benedict, Westover, Cortely ou, Hunter, 
and a host of others p lay ed and wrote bright 
chap ters in COTnhusk er football history . 
We never think of those gates but that we 
recall a my stery which left the camp us agog. 
On a bright sp ring morning, a staid, scholarly 
member of the faculty chanced to look directly 
up as he p assed through the gates. 
There im­ 
p aled on an iron sp ik e was a human head. No 
one k new for certain v(h erc it came from or who 
p laced it there. 
It had been borrowed from 
the Medical College. 
There was the conclu-sion 
that boy s will be boy s from the beginning to 
the end of time. 
Now the old gates will be reinstalled as an en­ 
trance to the columns that stand directly west of 
the coliseum. 
And if that ceremony fails to 
awak en recollections of one of the most grati­ 
fy ing step s that has tak en p lace in recent y ears, 
we fear nothing will. 
This camp us with its 
stretches of green, its flowers and shrubs, its 
old trees and its buildings has become a lovely 
sp ot.

Selling Beef

Over at the Liacolii City Hall, Public Work s 
Director Dave Erick son came up with a rep ort 
that the city Is $552,788 short of having adequate 
revenue to meet current street imp rovement 
needs. If any thing, we believe, Mr. Erick son's 
estim ate is conservative. There is a lot which 
could be done and which should be done p res­ 
ently to p lace Uncoln streets in a satisfactory 
condition. Part of the more p ressing need listed 
by Mr. Erick son include asp halt resurfacing 
p rojects. Other badly needed imp rovements call 
for new p aving and roadway widening p rojects. 
Altogether it Is a rather Imp ressive list, one 
which Is growing becatioe of the lack of ade- 
<ivate revenues to k eep p ace with the needs. 


★ 
F act Is that the Nebrask a cap ital no longer 
is the little boy it was, alway s a delightful, at­ 
tractive community in which to 
live but one 
where change 
and growth were gradual. 
It 
haa been growing amazingly , and at the same 
tim e gratify ingly , in the last 15 y ears. 
It has 
reached a more m ature and at 
the sam e time a more costly 
existence. There was no an­ 
swer at this time which May or 
Clark Jeary could give to t hj 
outline of street imp rovements other than to 
aay he would ap p oint a City Counc4 committee 
to study the street needs and to recommend a 
p lan for sp ending what funds are available. In 
down-Uhearth, coramon-sense sp irit, the ma>or 
added that the entire p rogram itself was ex­ 
cellent, a fm# thing, but that it cannot be 
aff(M*ded all at once. The more accurate analy - 
sis suggests that in look ing back , we have p ut 
off Kid neglected step s which could have been 
anticip ated by use of the p rop er imagmation in 
connactk m with community develop ment, but 
itep e which were sidestep p ed for understandable 
reasons. 


Now there Is need for a substantial amount of 
funds for necessary street develop ment. 
They 
overlook the fact that some of the older and 
more heavily used streets arc p retty rough, 
turfacewise, mark ed by p ock holes, deteriorating, 
develop ing bump s each winter which become 
more ap p arent each sp ring. There is a whale of 
a job In catching up with the storm sewer needs, 
and so many other sp ots and p laces where 
money can be sp ent sensibly that to list them all 
would leave the citizens of Lincoln slightly dizzy . 


★ 
On the more cheerful side, three big p rojects 
now nearing comp letion or under construction 
cannot be overlook ed. 
The p eop le of Lincoln 
can breathe a big sigh of relief that the water 
p lant exp ansion p rogram has moved ahead so 
well. 
It was the community ’s good fortune to 
vota 
bonds 
for 
it, 
revenue 
bonds, which means that the ex­ 
p anded p lant will be p aid for 
out of earnings and not a di­ 
rect p rop erty tax levy , at 
a 
tim e so favorable to economy . Virtually every 
bid in connection with that exp ansion p rogram 
was let at a very substantial saving over the 
estim ated cost. 
Then rep lacement of the old 
unsightly West 0 Street viaduct will be a reality 
late in 195.5. 
There is an imp rovement sorely 
needed for y ears, finally to be comp leted. 
It 
will serve 
the 
community ’s needs for many 
y ears, if not indefinitely . 
The new auditorium 
is in the p rocess of building. 
There may be 
doubbs about it but at least the p eop le of Lin­ 
coln are setting abimt to p rovide the community 
with a facility which at the time it was ap ­ 
p roved some y ears ago was regarded highly . 
Our neads here in Lincoln may seem to many 
bf us to be unreasonable. 
We doubt that the 
load which they entail is any heavier than that 
facing other ambitious and growing communi­ 
ties. There was the city of St. Louis only a few 
day s ago voting bonds in excess of $125 million 
to comp lete neglected develop ments. The surg- 
civic sp irit of that community hailed the 
bcmd victory as the dawn of a new day for a 
City « one of iha oldest of the Mississip p i River 
tettlem ents, which served as a k ey op ening up 
the settlem ents, which served 
as a k ey (^ ning 


f i t settlem ent of the Old West.

President Bern R. Coulter of the Nebrask a 
Stock Growers Association told his fellow cat­ 
tlemen in convention here to broaden their 
views of the cattle business.

and lead the nation into 
greater consump tion,’’ he said. 
President Coulter’s rem ark s command inter­ 
ested 
attention. 
Nebrask ans every where 
are 
aware of the imp ortance of the state’s agricul­ 
tural industry and they k now that y ear in and 
y ear out the livestock p ortion accounts for 50 
p er cent and more of the industry ’s annual 
income. 
What is good for the cattle industry is cer­ 
tainly good for Nebrask a. It is stimulating news 
in these eastern crop regions 
o f the state to 
hear from the cattlemen in term s of p rogres­ 
sive growth and broader p lanning. There is real 
tonic in that. 
It is good to p lay host to such 
excellent comp any . 
And as far as selling more Nebrask a beef to 
the nation eastern Nebrask a can say with en­ 
thusiasm that it is the best beef in the world 
and p rovides the “ eatinest” steak s that ever 
went down the hatch. anNwhere. 
There is only one anomolous thing about it. 
New York has its famous top sirloins (p rob­ 
ably from Nebrask a) and Kansas City has be- 
eome distiafuished for its beefy namesak e. But 
Nebrask a the real p roducer is k nown p rincip ally 
for the square bull that meditates up on its line 
of sightseers from its lofty p osition in a state 
cap iic^ mural. 
The state would do well with a namesak e that 
fits a p latter — on that communes joy ously 
with the nation’s gourmets, straightaway eaters 
not excep ted. 
We suggest that to President 
Coulter and hii fellow cattlemen. 
Gentlemen, 
such a well-named steak would really sell! 


Poor Davy Crockett 
In real life Davy Crock ett did not have it 
easy . His nam e in history stands far last ditch 
stands and he is best remem bered for giving his 
life in defense of the Alamo. 
And we are sorry to rep ort that there is still 
no rest for the Texas hero. 
His nam e came 
smashing back astride a p op ular song hit that 
has cap tivated the nation. 
Even the children 
have cast aside their sp ace helmets p referring 
to wear later day models of his coon swin hat. 
They have given up their nuclear lingo in order 
to sharp en up on p ioneer Tennessee dialect. 
But Davy ’s name is involved in warfare 
again. 
This time it is in a series of grubby 
court battles to determine which fortune hunter 
is going to get to cash in on the Crock ett craze. 
Any thing made in his name right now wiU sell 
lik e hot cak es. 
The real Davy was a fighter all right, but not 
that k ind. 
He never got rich at it and most 
frequently p itched in for causes that rep resented 
p rincip le, not p rofit, a distinction 
that 
does 
not tak e a microscop ic mind to detect. 
And 
we doubt whether the real Davy would be very 
p roud of the hungry tactics of some of his 
p resent day fellow Americans. 
Certainly such 
goals were nc^ in his mind during those hard 
final hours in the Alamo. 
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WASHINGTON - It's funny how 
short some p eop le’s memories are. 
Or else how convenient they are. 
To illustrate, here are some flash- 
back .s into the p ast regarding a 
p roblem which is quite acute to­ 
day . 
Flashback .No. 1 — took p lace 
in the office of old Harold Ick es 
when he was secretary of the In­ 
terior in the day s when this coun­ 
try was desp erately try ing to p re­ 
p are to defend itself for a war 
that had already started in Eu­ 
rop e. 
Ick es at that time told me how 
he had called in Richard Rey n­ 
olds, head of Rey nolds Metals, and 
argued himself black and blue 7n 
the face try ing to p ersuade Rey n­ 
olds to go into the aluminum busi­ 
ness. The government 
n e e d e d 
aluminum, he told Rey nolds, and 
also needed to start some comp e­ 
tition against the Aluminum Cor­ 
p oration of America. He p romised 
Rey nolds a big ^government loan, 
also p romised to buy all the alumi­ 
num it p roduced. He also p romised 
cheap 
government 
p ower 
rates 
from Bonneville dam in the North- 
v.est. But Rey nold.s hung back , fi­ 
nally said no. 
Rey nolds left his office, Ick es 
told me, and went to the station 
to tak e a tram back home. So 
the old curmudgeon p honed him, 
ask ed him not to tak e the tram , 
but stay over another day . 
Rey nolds did so, finally y ielded 
to Ick es’ ap p eal. He agreed to go 
alumimim business, 
is- ☆ ☆ 
Flashback Ne. 2 - Took p lace 
after the war in the office of Jess 


Larson, head of the General Serv­ 
ices Administration, whose jc^ it 
was to disp ose of the governm ents 
war p lants and also stock p ile stra­ 
tegic metal for the future. Already 
the government had sold its sur­ 
p lus aluminum p lants at bargain 
rates to Rey nolds, Alcoa and Hen­ 
ry J. Kaiser. But the Korean war 
was on and more aluminum was 
needed. 
Both Rey nolds and Kaiser at 
this p oint were heartily against 
government interference with busi­ 
ness but not against government 
guarantees of diviijends. 
T he y 
v.'anted the following guarantees be­ 
fore they would tak e the usual 
American 
business 
risk s 
which 
their forefathers took when they 
p ushed back the frontiers of the 
nation: 
1. A government guarantee of 
their loan. 
2. The right to amortize their 
investment in five y ears instead 
of the ordinary tax dep reciation 
of 20 y ears. 
8. The government to buy all 
aluminum excep t a margin allo­ 
cated to small manufacturers. 
4. 
If the m ark et drop p ed or if 
government p urchases decreased, 
the eomp anles 
eould 
turn 
the 
p lants hack to Unele Sam in two 
and a half y ears. 
Sweep ing as these demands werK 
Jess Larson agreed to them. The 
Korean War had created a terri­ 
fic demand and aluminum 
was 
badly needed. However, the Rey n­ 
olds Comp any wanted even more. 
It p rop osed that, in case of p rice 
controls, its aluminum should be 
exemp t from control.

Nothing in the news has vexed 
me so much for a long time as 
a small item ap p earing the other 
day . 
It rep orted that 1800 un­ 
finished one dollar bills were m iss­ 
ing from the U. S. Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing in Washing­ 
ton. 
It was not the fact of the money 
being missing from a federal bu­ 
reau that bothered m e; after all, 
there is so much of the stuff there 
that it is a wonder they can k eep 
track of it at all. 
Just lounging on 
a davenp ort, 
they 're liable to drop a coup le 
million out of their p ock ets and 
never notice it until the cleaning 
woman comes along. What p lagues 
my mind is that p art about the 
dollar bills being unfinished. 
I, p ersonally , have never seen 
a dollar bill that wasn’t finished 
long before I got my hands on it 
— but that is a different k ind of 
being finished. 
What the bureau 
of engraving evidently meant was 
that its p eop le had not finished 
p utting in all the p ictures, curli­ 
cues, signatures and other miscel­ 
laneous literary work that goes 
into a dollar bill. May be the p art 
that say s “Annuit Coep tis” and 
“ Novus Ordo Seclorum’’ was left 
off. 
☆ <r ☆ 
Without that “ Novus Ordo” on 
there, a dollar bill wouldn’t even 
buy a small ham burger sandwich, 
much less being accep ted into the 
most careless p iggy bank in the 
land, which mak es me very dis­ 
couraged with the quality of thieves 
in Washington this y ear.

Even 
Prim e Minister Anthony Eden, for 
all his mildness and restraint, used 
in his sectmd broadcast to the coun­ 
try the word disastrous, and the ef­ 
fects of the gradual p araly sis of 
trade and transp ort are becoming 
just that. 
The reaction of the p ublic is one 
of shock and anger with an under­ 
ly ing fear that all that has been so 
p ainfully achieved since the havoc 
of the war will be lost. Just before 
Eden went on the air at the end 
oi the first week of the strik e the 
rum or sp read that he would an­ 
nounce the need to reinstate gaso­ 
line rationing, and in outly ing areas 
there was a rush to fill up tank s. 
Rationing, regulation, restriction— 
this was the blight of the difficult 
y ears of recovery after the war, 
and the average Briton is fearfy l 
that with a break in the p resent 
p rosp erity caused by the strk e he 
will again find himself in the strait 
jack et of government control.
